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NATIONAL INDIAN SCHOOL. 


Nevada’s Indians are to be edu- 
cated, They are to be taught not 
only how to read, write and cipher, 
but also to work.. The boys are to 
be taught to plow and sow. to make 
harnesses, saddles and wagons, to 
build houses, to set type and all 
other manual work of a practical 
nature; the girls are to be taught to 
make clothes for themselves and 
others of their race, to cook food.and 
to do other housework, in short to 
be useful members of the household 
surrounded with all of the comforts 
of civilization. If Nevada does its 
part in the organization of the 
school the U. 8S. Government 
promises all future support 
and maintenance of the same. 

‘Ormsby county, sanctioned by the 
highest authority in the State, is 
taking the initiative. Bonds tothe 
amount of from $5,000 to $10,000 
will be issued in accordance with 
an Act recently passed creating an 
Indian School Commission. The 
Commission will act at oncein this 
matter. Fully 9,000 Indians of the 
Piute, Shoshone ard Washoe 
tribes anxiously await the outcome 
of this agitation. From present ap- 
pearances, it is belieyed that this 
school will be located in Carson 
City, and the school will be sup- 
ported at an expense to the national 
Government of probably from 
$50,000 to $75,000 per annum.

The freight-handlers who unload cars 
at the railroad docks, sympathize with 
the strikers and will probably also 
quit work. At yesterday’s meeting of 
the Ocean Association of longshore- 
meno, Many non-union men and many 
freight-handlers were admitted to 
membership. The hands employed 
at the docks of the Stonington line, 
Hamburg line, Peoples’ line and Penn- 
sylvania road, will probably go out to- 
day. The non-union men employed 
atthe Ward line docks have struck 
for union rates; the men employed in 
loading the San Marcos also struck for 
40 cents per hour for day work and 60 
cents for night work. Their demands 
were granted temporarily. it is un- 
derstood the men have joined the 
Ocean Association and will probably 
strike at once. The employes in bod- 
ies, of three large companies, have ap- 
plied for admission to the union. 
They number nearly 2,000. Delegates 
are actively engaged in organizing 
every branch of labor about the piers 
and docks of the three cities. In 
Brooklyn, an airof sympathy is rife 
among the working classes. which 
bids fair to include many branches of 
industry other thao those already af- 
fected. 

The extension of the strike to the 
railroad freight handlers on the city 
water front has brought the number of 
men now out, to nearly 30,000, and the 
probability now is that before the day 
is over, other railroad employes will 
cease work. The men un the New 
York City and Northern ra:lroad pier 
on the East river, claim to have bad a 
grievance against the company on ac- 
count of low rates of wages, and also 
the irregularity of the payment, the 
men claiming that in some instances 
their pay was more than a month over- 
due, though this is denied by the com- 
pany. The men through sympathy 
with the coal shovelers aad steamship 
longshoremen went out yesterday. 
They were sent for by the Saperinten- 
dent, but refused to treat with him in- 
dividually. The railroad men on the 
Hartford deck, Kast River, were the 
next t- go out, and it is 
rumored that to-day the men on 
the Pennsylvania and other railroad 
docks will quit. The greatest difficulty 
in moving freights is along the North 
river, where the most of the ocean 
steamers are berthed. All out-going 
vessels will be delayed for wart ol 
coal, and it was said at the head quar- 
ters of the strikers, that several vessels 
had proceeded to sea with an 
insufficient supply of coal, and 
also with incomplete cargos. 
The Mail and Express says the 
strike of the coal handlers, which has 
resulted almost in the paralyzing of 
the entire traffic along the river fronts 
of this city, which is rendering idle, 
thousands of men and causing untold 
misery and suffering to the sick and 
poor, has been in existence just a 
month. Not a single point has been 
gained by them, on the contrary, 
they and their sympathizers 
who have struck to aid them, are 
much worse off than before the strike 
began. Notone of these men has any 
idea of the wide-spread loss to this 
city, the damage to the vast commerce 
centered here, and the loss in hard 
cash, to their fellow workmen and 
their families, which their action has 
entailed. They would be astonished to 
be told that this total in carefully es- 
timated figures, reaches to be more 
than $4,000,000; yet such is the case, 
and the estimates in each instance has 
been conservative, and under, rather 
than above the actual facts; this to, 
without counting in the extra med- 
ical expense, caused through suffering 
for want of coal, and the funeral ex- 
of many whose deaths have 

, if not directly caused 
by the coal famine. 
Stolidly Ladifferent. 
New York, January 2. 
Edward Unger, who was arrested 
in connection with the Bal- 
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asked if hedesired to makeany state- 
ment, simply sneered and turned bis 
head away. At the request of Inspector 
Byrnes, Unger was remanded to police 
headquarters. 

The chief element of mystery now 
clinging tothe case, is the fact that 
the head, without which identificativn 
will be difficult,is still missing. Bohle 
the murdered man, was born in one 
of the eastern provincés of Prussia. 
He came to this country some years 
ago and traveled to California and 
Oregon, where he engaged in business 
at the north of the Columbia river. 
Last July he came East. He then had 
a draft for $1,200 from some Oregon 
bank, which he exchanged fora Ger- 
man draft, as he was going across the 
ocean to settle up some property in 
Germany. He was away two months, 
and returned in the Fall, this time 
with a Hamburg draft for $1,200,which 
he had exchanged, and went west 
again, but returned almost immedi- 
ately. He deposited $1,000 in a sav- 
ings bank here. 

Unger, the prisoner, strictly insists 
that Bohle went to Chicago last week 
He met August Boble last Fall. Bohle 
replied to an advdrtisement inserted 
by Unger fora partner. He induced 
Bohle to come and live with him, It 
is thought that all the time Unger was 
maturing a scheme to get rid of Bohle 
and secure bis money. Arrangeients 
were made to have the plumbing of 
the Ridge street house examined. A 
woman told the police that on Thurs- 
day or Friday night she met Unger 
carrying a parcel of something from 
his room to the sink in the hallway, 
and that when he met her he turned 
his head. This was something he had 
never done before. It is thought pos- 
sible that the parcel may have con- 
tained the mutilated head of the mur- 
dered man. 


Congressional Proceedings. 
W aSHINGTON, January 2). 

Yesterday the Senate proceeded to 
the consideration of the bill to pro- 
hibit members of congress from acting 
as attorneys or employes for railroad 
companies holding charters or baving 
received grants of lands or pecuniary 
aid from the United States. 

At the close of the debate, two mes- 
sages from the President were pre- 
sented—one vetoing a bill grantinga 
pension to Benjemin Obekiab, and the 
other vetoing a bill for the relief of H. 
K. Belding. The messages were laid 
on the table. 

The naval appropriation biil was 
completed in yesterday afternoon’s 
session of the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs. The’ total appropria- 
tion made by the bill is $23,067,042, 
while the estimates were $20,639,756. 
The appropriation for thse current year 
is $16,242,558. An appropriation is 
made on account of ordnance and 
armor, sufficient in amount to supply 
all vessels now building, with the ob- 
ject of enabling the Secretary of the 
Navy to make more advautageous 
terms through contracts in bulk. 
These items amount to $2,128,362 and 
$2,500,000 respectively. An appropri- 
ation is also made of $4,000,000 for 
armor for the vessels authorized by 
the Act of 1586. 


Avother Bank Thief. 
Jersey Ciry, January 29. 

The Germania saviogs bank closed 
its doors this morning. C. M. E, 
Schroeder, the Secretary and Treas- 
urer, is missing, and it is believed has 
gone to Canada. There isa deficit of 
$30,000 in Ahe cash account. An ap- 
plication will be made fora receiver. 
The bank was incorporated March 29, 
1871, and did an extensive savings and 
general banking business, Vico-Pres- 
ideut Thomas A. Lienam says that the 
securities are intact, and that the de- 
ficit will not exceed the figure named. 


A Land Decisi¢n. 
WASHINGTON, January 29. 
The Commissioner of the General 

Land Office has decided that the State 
of Colorado is not entitled to sections 
16 and 36 in each townehbip in the Ute 
Indian reservation, for school pur- 
poses, under the Act of March 3, 1875. 
It is held that these sections, at the 
date of the grant, were covered by the 
Indian title, and could not pass with 
the grant of iands, the reservation 
having been disposed of by treaty, 
and not by an act of Congress. No in- 
demnity can be claimed therefor’ 
About 500,000 acres are involved. 


An important Kailread Meeting 
New York, January 29. 

A meeting of the Trunk Line Presi- 
dents has been called to discuss the 
Inter-State Commerce bill and other 
matiers. It will be beld in this city in 
February about the third. Much im- 
portance is attached to the meeting, as 
it will probably determine the course 
of the railroad companies connected 
with the pool, in case of the bill be- 
coming a law. 

Arrested for Conspiracy 
New York, January 29. 

James E. Quinn of the Executive 
Board of the Lorgshoremen union, 
was arrested to-day bya deputy U.S. 
Marshal for conspiracy to injure the 
business of the Old Dominion Steam- 
ship Co. Twenty thousand dollars in 
damages ‘s asked. He was released 
on $5,000 bail.
